The assvclations of religion are в powerful 
force, aod surely they ought to be sacred asso 
cations, and not mere reminiscences of the 
play ‘They do opera better at the Acad 
emy of Musie tban at apy of our churches, and 
it is a great intake for our ministers to per 
mit any уау with Nilson and Lucca." 


„А Чот years ago, George Holland, n thoat 
rical performer, died ta the city ew York.
